SUGGESTIVE LITERATURE. 


Members of Anglican Association 
Would Curb Its Sale. 


Ottawa, Jan. 5.—A deputation of 
the Anglican Association of Ottawa, 
consisting of Rev. Canon 'Kittson, 
Rev. A. W. MacKay, Rev. J. M. Snow- 
don, Rey. J. F. Gorman, and Col. Ir- 
win, waited upon the Minister of Cus- 
toms yesterday and asked that he 
give instructions that the law govern- 
ing the importation of immoral and 
suggestive literature should be better 
enforced. Incidentally, the problem of 
how to prevent production in Canada 
of plays with immoral tendencies was 
also discussed. 

Mr. Paterson promised that he 
would take action requested so far as 
literature in question is concerned. 
The law regarding theatrical posters 
is already being enforced, and has 
been responsible for non-appearance 
on Canadian bilboards of worst fea- 
tures of sensational lithographs. 

Censorship of plays is not a matter 
which could in any way come under 
the surveillance of the Customs De- 
partment, ‘That is a matter «which 
must be left to local authorities of 
cities in which such plays are pro- 
duced, and to a great extent to news- 
papers in warning their readers 
against plays which have a malevolent 
influence.

London, Jan. 2.—Postmasters 
throughout the United Kingdom have 
commenced the payment of old-age 
pensions, under the act of the last 
session of Parliament, to persons over 
‘seventy years of age. Seven hun- 


sions have been received, of which 
200,000 were disallowed, chiefly be- 
cause the applicants have been in re- 
ceipt of poor relief. 

The act provides that every man or 
woman of seventy or over who has 
been a British subject and has resid- 
ed in the United Kingdom for twenty 
years, and whose means do not ex-

Viaduct For Toronto. 

Toronto, Jan. 2.—Toronto is to have 
a four-track viaduct. An order to this 
effect has been given by the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for Canada, 
and a copy of the draft order was re- 
ceived by City Solicitor Chisholm on 
Thursday morning.

JAPS MURDERED. 


Chinese Villagers Kill Shipwrecked 
Sailors and Rob Bodies. 
Tokio, Jan. 4—News was brought 
by the steamer Monteagle, which ar- 
rived yesterday from the Orient, that 
some survivors of the lost Japanese 
steamers Ginsei Maru and Nagato 
Maru, wrecked near Chefoo, reached 
the shore, but were mardered by the 
Chinese inhabitants of the coast vil- 

lages, who also mutilated’ corpses. 

The dead list of the two disasters 
total 750, and as fast as the bodies 
were washed ashore they were not 
only stripped of their clothing and 
robbed of money and valuables found 
on them, but even teeth were pulled 
out to get the gold fillings, and fin- 
gers were cut off for the sake of the 
Tings. 

Among those lost were many labor- 
ers returning from Manchuria with 
their season’s savings, and a number 
of merchants who had been to Antung 
to purchase wild silk cocoons, pro- 
duced north of the Yalu and carried 
yearly to Chefoo to be reeled and 
spun. One Chinese seaman alone sur- 
vived, he hiding himself away from 
the murderous coast people.

Enquiries show, however, that the 
prisoner is of a very morose tempera- 
ment, even when out of drink, and 
had constantly ill-treated his wife. 

The dead woman leaves behind her 
two children—a boy and girl—whose 
ages are, respectively, 6 and 2 years. 

Immediately after the crime had 
been committed Blythe went across 
to a friend named Malcolm Walker, 
and stated that he thought he had 
killed his wife. He afterwards quietly 
submitted to arrest, being brought to 
the Toronto jail at an éarly hour this 
morning by Police Constable Hobbs. 

The prisoner. who is a sullen-look- 
ing man of about 40 years, was not 
handemffed, and appeared to be quite 
on friendly terms with his captor. He 
seemed to be in a very dazed condi- 
tion. He showed signs of a recent 
debauch, and from what he said he 
had partaken very heavily of cider 
yesterday. Questioned as tothe crime, 
he refused to say more than that he 
wanted to be master of his home. 

From the appearance of the house 
in which the crime was committed, 
it would appear that the death strug- 
gle took place about six o’clock. The 
body was discovered lying upon a 
bed, and the room was upset in such 
a manner as to indicate that the vic- 
time had offered desperate resistance. 

Blythe was last night taken before 
the local magistrate, John Milten, and 
he was remanded until Jan. 11, on 
the charge of the wilful murder of 
his wife. 

Dr. Coutts, coroner, was summoned 
and -made an investigation of the 
room where the woman’s body lay. He 
will conduct the inquest to-day. 

Blythe has always been considered 
an inoffensive neighbor and a steady 
workman.

OLD TIME FORCEPS. 


| When the Thing Was Turned Some- 
thing Had to Give Way. 

| And speaking of teeth reminds me 
that the country doctor had to draw 
them when they ached. The dentist's 
artistry had not attained the elevated 
plane it occupies today, when evory- 
body’s mouth shines like the inside of 
@ commanion cup. I honestly belleve 
the modern dentist has more different 
kinds of tools than even a sanitary 
plumber, and that’s a whole lot when 
you come to count them up. The mod- 
ern dentist hates the worst way to 
| draw a tooth. Nevertheless if the 
modern dentist must draw the tooth 
he has a particular forceps for a par- 
ticular tooth, and a cruel hearted and 
cold looking thing it is too. It puts 
you so In mind of a successful finan- 
cler, When you brace yourself in the 
jron chair and take a tight grip on the 
arms of it and make up your mind 
you'll try to stand it and he gets that 
forceps well under the gum and—wait 
a minute; I feel so kind o’ faint! 
Laws! Why didn’t I mind my mother 
when she told me not to crack hick- 
ory nuts with my teeth? Well, any- 
way, you know he'll get the tooth out 
without doing more than take the 
whole top of your head off, and that 
only in a figurative sense. 

Uncle Doe had one implement that 
did for every tooth, big and little, 
front and back. It wasn’t a forceps; 
it was a turnkey. The real old folks 
know what that is and will say so 
with the cold chills running over them. 
But you've never seen one, and many 
a man that you would call old has 
never seen one. It’s something like a 
canthook. The loosely riveted plece 
that curves slips over the tooth and 
catches on the inside; the solid cam 
bears on the outside gum; the operator 
turns the handle. Let's not talk about 
it. Something has got to give. Maybe

LAND OF THE CROSSBOW. 


The Deadly Poisoned Arrows of 
Lissoo Sharpshooters. 
On the wild frontier between China 
and British Burma is a barbarous tribe 
which has civilized supervision, 
George Forrest, an English traveler, 
thus describes the chief weapon of 
these “If I bad to suggest a 
title for a book on the upper Salwin I 
should call it ‘The Land of the Cross- | 
bow,’ which ts the characteristic weap- 
on of the country and the Lissoo tribe, 
Every Lissoo with any pretensions to 
chic possesses at least two of these 
weapons—one for everyday use in hunt- | 
ing, the other for war. The little chil- | 


dren play with miniature crossbows. |

‘The men never leave their huts for any 


purpose whatever without their cross- | 
bows. When they go to sleep the ‘nu- | 
kung’ {s hung over their heads, and 


|‘ when they die it ts hung over their 


graves, The largest crossbows have a 
span of fully five feet and require a | 
pull of fully thirty-five pounds to string } 
them. The bow is made of a species of | 
wild mulberry of great toughness and 
flexibility. The stock, some four feet 
long in the war bows, is usually of 
wild plum wood. The string is of 
plaited hemp and the trigger of bone. 
The arrow, of sixteen to eighteen 
inches, is of split bamboo about four 
times the thickness of an ordinary 
knitting needle, hardened and pointed. 
The actual point is bare for a quarter 
to one-third of an inch, then for fully 
an inch the arrow is stripped to half its 
thickness, and on this portion poison is 
placed. 

“The poison is invariably a decoction 
expressed from the tubers of a species 
of aconitum which grows on those 
ranges at an altitude of 8,000 to 10,000 
feet. The poison is mixed with resin 
or some vegetable gum to the consist- 
ency of putty and Is then smeared on 
the notched point. The ‘feather’ is sup- 
plied by a strip of bamboo leaf folded 
into a triangular form and tied in a 
notch at the end of the arrow, with the 
point of the angle outward, ‘The re- 
duction in thickness of the arrow 
where the poison is placed causes the 
point to break off in the body of any 
one whom it strikes, and, as each car- 
ries enough poison to kill a cart horse, 
a wound is invariably fatal. Free and 
immediate incision is the usual remedy 
when wounded ou a limb or fleshy part 
of the body, but at Chengka the uncle 
or the Laowo chief showed us a prep- 
aration which resembled opium dross 
and which he said was an effective 
antidote,

A Breeder's Advice. 

A guecessful sheep breeder says: Do 
not breed to a dry fleeced ram. ‘The 
sire is the proper improyer, but in or 
der to be such he must be a good in- 
dividual and descend from the best 
lineage. Study sire, dam and blood 
lines. Have a right ideal and breed 
to produce it. Honesty is of as much 
importance in sheep breeding as it is 
anywhere else. 

Feed For Sheep In Milk. 

For sheep in milk the best feed 1s 
whole corn and oats, equal weight, 
giving all the animals will eat up 
clean. To add succulence to the feed, 
yellow Swede turnips sliced fine are 
also good. Alfalfa hay should also be 
given in abundance. 

Graduating From the Pasture.

The King and Queen of 
Return to Rome. 


Their Majesties After Arduous Labors 


Relief Work In the 


Directing

Can Do No More—Soldiers and 


Bandits Engage In Sanguinary 
Conflicts—Queen Is Hurt. 


Rome, Jan. 4.—The King and Queen 
stole into the capital yesterday after- 
noon, but news of their arrival spread 
qurekly, and crowds gathered outside 
We Quirinal cheered till King Victor 
Emmanuel appeared on the balcony 
of the palace to bow his thanks. 
Their Majesties have crested a new 
and strong bond between themselves 
Prior to their de- 


graphed the Premier saying that fresh 

troops were arriving, all relief ser- 

vices were being gradually organized 
and the situation was improving. 

After visiting the districts most af- 

fected, and in view of the fact that 

order had been everywhere restored, 
while, moreover, the number of res- 
cus was diminishing, he was leaving 
for Rome. 

Queen Helena Injured. : 

Queen Helena was not greatly in- 
jured in the hospital panic which she 
endeavored to check, She was only 
bruised. When the panic, which was 
caused by a renewed shock, broke 
out, everybody, in a paroxysm of ter- 
ror, made a mad rush for the doors 
of the hospital amid cries of “Flee! 
flee! another earthquake! the build- 
ing is falling!” The Queen command- 
ed silence and called on the panic- 
stricken patients to keep their places. 
Some obeyed, but others, mad with 
fear, tried to rush out. It was one of 
these latter who struck the Queen so 
violently on the breast that she al- 
most fainted in the arms of one of 
her ladies. As soon as she recovered 
she resumed work. The King, when 
he heard of the accident, hurried to 
the hospital and endeavored to per- 
snade her to leave, but without avail. 
Even when returning on one of the 
men-of-war from Messina the Queen’s 
labors were not over, for there were 
injured aboard whom she attended 
with her own hands. Only one thing 
the Queen was not allowed to do. 
This was to visit certain streets of 
Messinia where the sights were too 
horrible. 

The Queen not only displayed cool- 
ness in the face of danger, but put to 
practical use the training she got a 
couple of years ago, when she and 
many other Roman ladies went 
through a course of nursing and first 
aid to the injured. : 

Work of the Ghouls. 

Premier Giolitti confirms the King’s 
statement that the local authorities 
now have the situation well in hand. 
Jt was necessary to proclaim martial 
law as affording the only means of 
dealing effectively with the pillagers 
and marauders, one of whom was dis 
covered with notes to the value of 
100,000 lire in his possession. For two 
days the scum population, however, 
were in command, and both dead and 
dying suffered at their hands. Sev- 
eral of them were shot at sight by 
rescue parties. It was only on the 
arrival of troops from the outside that 
the bandits, who even so late as Fri- 
day night engaged in a pitched bat- 
tle with sailors and customs officers. 
One man was shot in the act of tear- 
ing the rings off the. finger of a dying 
woman, and stories of incendiarism 
are also current, in which human 
ghouls are stated to have set fire to 
the ruins in which the victims they 
had despoiled were still alive. 


Farmer Gored to Death. 


Danbury, Conn., Jan, 4.—James 
Reynolds, a wealthy and prominent 
farmer, was gored to death by a bull 
in a field on his farm in the town of 
Danbury yesterday. 

The body, terribly torn and man- 
gled, with the face crushed in, was 
found by his son, Theodore, yesterday 
afternoon lying face downwards in 
one corner of the field, while all about 
were evidences that a fierce struggle 
had taken place. The medical exam- 
iner expressed the opinion thas the 
animal after killing the farmer, had 
trampled on the body and tossed it | 
about. Mr. Reynolds was 63 years 
of age. 


Boy Drowned !n Lake. 

Toronto, Jan. 4.—Allan Gardener, 
nine years of age, East Toronto, was 
drowned in the lake at the foot of 
Birch avenue Saturday afternoon. 
The little fellow had been playing 
with his consin on the ice ernst on 
the beach.

One of the greatest local option | 
fights ever fought in Ontario will be | 
decided at the polls to-day. There 
are 92 municipalities in the province | 
voting on the question, in 61 of them 
the proposal being to do away with 
existing licenses, while in 31 the vote 
is on the repeal of local option. 

Should local option receive the re- 
quisite three-fifths majority in every 
case, it will mean the wiping out of 
165 licenses, while in the event of 
every vote to repeal being carried 92 
licenses will be restored. Only a ma- 
jority is required for repeal, as in 
each of the 31 municipalities local op- 
tion was carried before the amend- 
ment to the Liquor License Act be- 
came effective. St. Catharines votes 
to-day on license reduction, 

In Kingston the petition of the So- 
cial and Moral Reform League asking 
for a reduction of liquor licenses in 
the city is now in circulation, and: 
reports say that it is being very large- 
ly signed. The petition is to be pre- 
sented to the City Council during the 
later part of January. 

There are in Ontario 492 municipali- 
ties under liquor license, representing 
about 2.200 licenses. Municipalities 
now under local option number 174, 
and there are 138 municipalities in 
which licenses have been cut off by 
the commissioners.

Russian Absconder Surrenders. 

New York, Jan. 4.—A seedily-dress- 
ed man came to police headquarters 
last night and told the officers he de- 
sired to give himself up.

Montreal's Fire Record. 

Montreal, Jan. 4.—The year of 1908 
saw over a thonsand fires in Montreal, 
some 20 of which were of first im- 
portance, according to the annual re- 
port of Superintendent Ferns of the 
fire alarm department. The exact 
number is 1,053, as compared with 
984 in 1907. False alarms decreased 
from 205 in 1907 to 139 last year. Of 
the causes of the fires, 51 are classed 
as unknown, while 114 were chimney 
fires. Spontaneous combustion was 
a frequent cause and burglars and 
mortar mixing are set down for two.

Guelph, and thence on to Sarnia and 
across the line to Port Huron, Detroit 
and Toledo, and on to Columbus, O., 
Portsmouth, and Huntingdon. 

After Rose’s arrest, Jones, who, with 
had committed a number of 
burglaries at Huntington, went on to 
Williamson, where he was employed 
as a waiter in a Y.M.C.A. until arrest- 
ed and brought to Huntington, just as 
Rose was being taken away. 

While in jail at Huntington, Rose 
made an attempt to escape, and had 
got through one door when discovered.

Every Ailment Beyond Diagnosis Was | 


Classed as a Fever, and Pills, Plas- 
ters, Burning and Bleeding Were the 
Regulation Remedies, 


The proverb “The remedy 1s worse 
than the disease” must have been coin- 
ed in the eighteenth century, when 
physicians treated their patients with | 
u violence that bordered on assault | 
and battery, It was held that sickness 
Was some kind of a demon that must 
be overcome by pills, plasters, bleeding 
and burning, and if the patient incl- 
dentally got the full effects of the tor- 
ture and died, so much the worse for | 
him. Air and water were considered | 
the most dangerous things for a sick | 
person to have, and his misguided de- 
mand for them was interpreted as a 
sign that he should have still less, 
The windows were shut and the cur- 


dua.” The picture is ten feet wide and 
eighteen feet high. 

It is related that a friend called on 
Salvator Rosa in Florence one day and 
found him playing on an old harp- 
sichord. The caller asked the artist 
why he kept such a worthless instru- 
ment,

it shall be worth a thousand before 
you see ft again.”

When Hodgson moved from his stu- 
dio an unappreciative tenant covered 
the walls of the room with brown wall 
paper, completely hiding the paintings. 
The frescoes were rediscovered by ac- 
cident forty years afterward and re- 
stored. ;

A large break- 
fast of small beer and meats preceded 
the gigantie midday meal, when people 
enjoyed a Gargantuan gorge for three 
hours and spent two more in Falstaff- 
jan potations. After this the gentle- 
men joined the women for a dish of 
tea in the drawing room, and it was 
not long before the whole party of hu- 
mun anacondas returned to the dining 
room for a supper on the cold rem- 
nants of the dinner. Amid this orgy 
of gluttony Walpole and Voltaire were 
distinguished for an abstinence that 
prolonged their lives.

veurlet fever, Bleeding killed the 
Duchess of Tremoutile and her hus- 
hand, When a mob attacked the Duke !

GILA MONSTER’S BITE. 


The Reptile Turns Over to Get Venom 
Into Its Victim. 

It was his turning over habit that 
led me to the discovery as to the bite 
of the Gila monster. This creature, 
more like a short, stocky snake with 
legs on than anything else, has no pol- 
son fangs, like the rattlesnake, yet his 
bite may be just as dangerous. His 
poison teeth are in his lower jaw, and 
the poison comes from a gland under 
the tongue, If he bites without turn- 
ing over the wound is not serious, but 
if he turns orer there is great danger. 

Dr. Snow of the University of Kan- 
Sas wrote me some time ago of an ex- 
perience he had with the bite of a 
Gila monster. 

The reptile was caught and put in a 
bucket, the top of which was covered 
with paper. The bucket was then put 
in the wagon,in which the doctor was 
driving. As the road was somewhat 
rough, the bucket was bounced up and 
down, and in order to steady it Dr. 
Snow put his hand behind him and 
took hold of the bucket, thrusting his 
fingers through the newspaper cover 
on its top so that he could hold it se- 
cure. Suddenly he felt the monster's 
erip/on his fingers. Startled and some- 
what alarmed, he carefully pried the 
jaws of the reptile open and released 
himself. The wounds were such as 
uny ordinary bite would have made, 
and he suffered no more inconvenience 
than might have been expected. 

There are many,stories current in 
Arizona and Sonora as to deaths that 
have occurred from Gila monsters’ 
bites, but it is hard to get at the facts. 
Careful experimei%s made with anl- 
mals show that when the reptile bites 
and turns over, so that the poison 
flows down the tooth grooves into the 
wound, the bitten creatures die in a 
short time. 


A Dead Bird. 

Samuel Butler, the witty but eccen- 
trie author of “Brewhon,” which 
means “Nowhere,” and of many other 
remarkable and suggestive books, ts 
now more read than during his life- 
time.

058, but if we make comparison 
with 1906, which amounted 
$28,999,034, this season’s retur 
would show a decrease of no les: 
than $7,011,694. That there was 
less cheese made in Nastern Ontario 
than the year previous, goes with- 
out saying, and an enquiry as to 
the cause might be in order. Ow- 
ing to extreme dry weather during 
the summer of 1907, many farmers 
found themselves short of feed to 
get their cattle through the winter 
of 1907-8, and thousands of milch 
cows were sold for almost nothing to

ACETYLENE EXPLODES. 


Gas Plant In Stratford Rink Blows 
Up—Caretaker Burned. 


Stretford, Jan, 12.—As the result of 
an explosion “at the acetylene gas 
plant in the curling rink here at 6.15 
last night, Anthony Morris, the care- 
taker, lies in the city hospital terribly 
burned about the face and hands, and 
the east end of the new rink is a total 
wreck. 

The plant was located in an out- 
vuilding adjoining the rink, and the 
force of the explosion shattered the 
whole front. The shock was followed 
by fire, which was speedily extin- 
guished. 

D. D. Hay, R. S. Frame and K. C. 
Turnbull, prominent manufacturers, 
were passing the rink shortly before 
the explosion, They detected the 
smell of escaping gas and entered the 
rink to warn the caretaker. Scarcely 
had they told him. when the explosion 
occurred. All three escaped serious 
injury, however, Mr, Frame having 
the buttons blown off his coat.

Additions For U. S. Navy. 

Washington, D.C., Jan, 12.—The in- 
erease of the U. 8. navy to the extent 
of $20,000,000 was agreed upon yester- 
day by the House committee on naval 
affairs. 

The following naval program for ap- 
propriations at this session adopted 
by the committee: Two battleships of 
26,000 tons displacement, $19,000,000; 
five torpedo boat destroyers, $4,000,- 
000; three colliers, $3,600,000; four 
submarines, $2,000,000; one sub-sur- 
face boat, $400,000, 

Two battleships are recommended 
by the committee instead of four, as 
estimated for by the Navy Depart- 
ment.

TREATY |S COMPLETED 


| Canada and U.S. Arrange For | 
New Waterways Commission 


Secretary Root and Ambassador Bryce 
Cenclude Difficulties | 
Between Countries by Signing New 
Agreement — Provides For Amount 
of Water to Be Taken From Nia- 
gara Falls. 


International 


Washington, Jan, 12.—After a long 
period of hard, patient work, some 
features of which ran into years, Unit- 
ed States Secretary of State Root and 
Ambassador James Bryce of Great 
Britain last night signed a treaty for 
the settlement of international differ- 
ences between Canada and the Unit- 
ed States. 

This is the agreement which has 
been popularly alluded to as the “wat- 
erways treaty,” but its scope is broad- 
er than that designation implies, as 
it contemplates a disposition of ever 
thing in the nature of differences be- 
tween the two countries, and machin- 
ery for questions that may arise along 
certain lines in the future. 

Provision is made for a joint high 
commission to be made permanent in 
character, 

The final draft and. printing of the 
treaty was not finished until late yes- 
terday, almost at the last moment. a 
whole page having to be reprinted be- 
ceuse of a slight alteration in the 
text 

Dependent upon the final ratifica- 
tion of the treaty rests the settlement 
of numerous complex questions con- 
nected with the water boundaries, 
which haye been the source of more or 
less annoyance at different times. 

Included in these are the regula- 
tions of the use of the waters of the 
Great Lakes, with the secondary, but 
none the less important question of 
the diversion of the waters of these 
boundaries, including) Niagara Falls, 
which involve that of the amount of 
water to be taken out for power pur- 
poses, the navigation of the St. John 
river between Maine and New Bruns- 
wick, and the use of the Milk river 
in the northwest. 

The work of the present commission 
will be continued by the organization 
until it is completed—its other work 
gradually being absorbed by the joint 
high commission to be appointed in 
accordance with the treaty signed last 
night. 


Not Unsatisfactory. 

London, Jan, 12.—(C.A.P. Cable.)— 
The absolute agreement reached be- 
tween Great Britain, the United States 
and Canada on the waterways ques- 
tion and the fisheries draft treaty are 
regarded by Great Britain as ‘not un- 
satisfactory.” The matter now rests 
with Canada and Newfoundland.

Washintgon, Jan. 9,—After having 
made him the target all day for criti- 
cism, with here and there words of 
commendation, the House of Repre- | 
sontatives last night, by a vote of 212 | 
to 35, rebuked President Roosevelt by | 
teb z 80 much of his message as re- 
flected on members of Congress in 
connection with hig recommendations 
regarding the secret service detectives, | 
and also declaring that it be the sense 
of the House that they shall decline 
to consider any communications from 
uny source which is not in its own 

Judgment respectful. 

With feelings of outraged dignity 
end pride on the part of many of its 
members, the House yesterday gave 
itself up entirely to a discussion of | 
one of the most momentons questions 
that ever came before it—its functions 
as a legislative body—in contradis- | 
tinction to those of the executive | 
branch of the Government. 

“The President denies that’ the para- 
graph of the annual message casts 
reflections on the integrity of the 
House; attributes to the House ‘an en- 
tire failure to understand my mes- 
sage.” This House must insist on its 
own capacity to understand the im- 
port of the President’s language. 

“Be it resolved, that the House in 
the exercise of its constitutional pre- 
rogatives declines to consider any 
communication from any source which 
is not in its own judgment respectful; 
and, be it further 

“Resolved, that the special commit- 
tee and the committee of the whole 
House on the state of the union be 
discharged from any consideration of 
so much of the President’s annual 
message 23s relates to the secret ser- 
vice, and that the said portion of the 
message be laid on the table.”

ORIENTAL RUGS. 


Made to Resemble the Antiques by 
Chemical Washings. 

The United States buys annually 
many thousand dollars’ worth of what 
fre known to the profession as wash- 
ed rugs. Brightly colored oriental rugs 
sometimes are washed with a solution 
of chloride of lime, a treatment which 
partly bleaches the colors and imparts 
a soft appearance to the rug. 

This chemical treatment Is a process 
of washing which produces the effect 
of age and a peculiar sheen to the sur- 
face, which is pointed out by the un- 
scrupulous dealer as a proof of supe- 
rior quality. The fact is that the proc- 
ess of washing as described invariably 
weakens and in some instances de- 
stroys the materials of the rug. 

The progressive effect of the chem- 
icals on the materials in the rug is 
this: The chlorine gas contained in the 
chloride of lime attracts oxygen and 
moisture from the air, by which muri- 
atic acid is formed. This eats away 
the vitals of the rug. Sooner or later 
the wool and cotton in the rug become 
brittle and thus weaken the warp and 
deteriorate the wool. 

When this deterioration is complete 
the pile of the rug may be swept away 
by the ordinary process of sweeping, 
and the warp, which is the foundation 
of the rug, becomes so weak that holes 
appear here and there, and soon the 
rug is worthless. 

It not seldom happens that.a Persian 
rug is too staring in some bright hue, 
perhaps red, and is not salable. The 
unscrupulous dealer will subject the 
rug to a series of washings in chem- 
ically prepared water, In this way he 
turns out a rug possessing a soft an- 
tique sheen that is truly captivating 
and finds a ready purchaser at an ad- 
vanced price,

Wholesale Prosecutions Under 


Way in Montreal. 


Brandy Drops Containing a Half Tea- 
spoonful of Liquor Are Found and | 
30 Confectioners Have Beon Sum: | 
moned to Appear—Boys and Girls 
Are Heaviest Purchasers of Dan- 


gerous Candy. 


Montreal, Jan. 19.—As the result of 
an boy getting intoxicated on choco- 
lates filled with brandy the other 
day, several hundred dollars’ worth of 
chocolates have been seized in the | 
Lowney factory, and some 30 confec- 
tionery storekeepers have been sum- 
moned for selling brandy illegally. 

Chief Archambault of the provin- 
cial revenue police has found that 
brandy chocolates, with more than 
half a teaspoonful of brandy in each, 
and 25 to 30 of the chocolates in each | 
half-pound box, have been sold ex- | 
tensively in the city at 60 cents a| 
pound. 

One of the largest chocolate manu- 
facturing establishments in the city 
is concerned in the action, On Fri- | 
day afternoon 100 cases, with four or 
five pounds of these chocolates in 
each, according to the statement of 
Mr. Archambault, were seized by the 
revenue police on the premises of the | 
Walter M. Lowney Co. of Canada, | 
and from 25 to 30 gallons of brandy in | 
a cask was confiscated in the same 
establishment. 

Following this, a tour of the city | 
confectionery stores was made by the | 
revenue officers, with the result that | 
yesterday, thirty candy-store proprie- | 
tors were summoned to the Police | 
Court. The charge in each case is 
“selling liquor without a license,” 
this being the only accusation on 
which actions of the kind can be en- 
tered. 

A similar charge has been entered 
against the Lowney company. Num- 
erous cases of boys and young women 
having bought half-poand boxes of 
the chocolates and afterwards being 
noticed in a state of intoxication have 
been reported. The largest sale was 
in the neighborhood of the east end 
theatres and picture shows, matinee 
girls being the most noticeable pur- 
chasers. 

Fully half a teaspoonful of brandy 
is said to have been found in some of 
the chocolates. An examination of 
the confectionery shows that there is 
only a small coating of chocolate, and

trade and financial depression which

It is not ex- 
pected to be a lengthy session.

At the present session of the 
Dominion Parliament an act will 
be introduced asking that the law 


requiring a candidate to put up a 
deposit of $200 with his nomina- 
tion papers, be repealed. 


A big boom in mining is indi- 
cated by a rush of companies to 
secure incorporation, The Ontario 
Gazatte this week announces fifteen 
new charters granted. Eight of 
the companies have capital of 
$1,000,000 or over, and the total 
amounts to $11,761,000. 


What is being done to preserve 
our Canadian resources ? The 
Toronto News says Canada ought to 
have a committee on natural 
resources, The nation should look 
over its heritage and decide what 
to develop immediately, and what 
to reserve. The horse is still in 
the stable, but some of the best 
harness has already been stolen. 


The finances of this country of 
ours should be of some considerable 
interest to our readers. From the 


latest issue of the Public Accounts 
presented to parliament, we see

8 o'clock yesterday morning, were in- 
jured in the first wreck of a passenger 
train on the T. & N. O. Railway. 

From the circumstances attending 
the accident it was a miracle that 
many were not killed. 

The train was running about 25 
miles an hour, when suddenly, some 
18 miles north of here, the rails 
spread from weather conditions and 
art of the train plunged down a 20- 
oot embankment, 

The engine and baggage car remain- 
ed on the track and one Pullman was 
left perched on the top of the bank, 
while the second-class and two first- 
elass cars craghed down the declivity 
with terrific force. 

The work of rescue began immedi- 
ately. The telephone line was tapped 
and assistance summoned from North 
Bay. Drs. MeMurchy, Bolland, John- 
ston went with the wrecking train, 
which was early on the scene, and 
the wounded received prompt atten- 
tion. 

At first it was thought that no seri- 
ous injuries had resulted, but exami- 
nation revealed several passengers se- 
verely hurt, the most serious being 
C. Lombard of Iroquois Falls, section 
foreman on the T. & N.O. Railway, 
whose skull was fractured, though he 
is expected to recover. 

The wounded reached North Bay at 
11.80 last night and were taken to the 
hospital. 

J. W. Bradley was taken through 
to Toronto to St. Michacl’s Hospital 
on the Cobalt special.

Ottawa, Jan, 23.—Practically all af- 
ternoon and evening in the House 
were devoted to the address in reply 
to His Excellency’s speech. : 

As expected, Speaker Marcil an- 
nounced the resignation of Mr. Sloan

Hon. William Templeman will try to 

climb back to Parliament, and among 

the reports was the eagerly-awaited 
conelusions of Justice Cassels on the 

Marine Department rascality. 

Two members ©) the oratory 
William F. Todd, Chartotte, N.B., and 
Joseph P. Turcotte, Quebec County, 
moved and seconded the address, the 
latter speaking in vigorous French. 
But the real proceedings did not_be- 
gin till the leaders began to tell how 
it happened on Oct. 26 last. 

Mr. Borden resorted to figures and 
blamed it on the gerrymander. If we 
had proportional representation, 
which, previous to 1896, Sir Wilfrid 
strongly favored, the Government 
would have a majority of 4.04, or, 
without the Speaker, 3.04.

Russian Bandits Attempt Sensa- 
tional Crime in London. 


Two Men. Lie In Wait For Motor Car 
Containing Wages For Factory Em- 
ployes and When Pursued by the 
Police on a Trolley, Take to An- 
other Car and Force Motorman to 
Run at Full Speed—Both Captured. 


London, Jan. 25.—Two persons were 
killed and 21 injured at Walhamstow, 
a suburb of London, as the result of 
a sensational attempt on Saturday by 
two Russians at highway robbery. 


rounded by a posse and one of them 
finally committed suicide. 
attempted suicide, but did not suc- 
ceed. He is now in a critical condi- 
tion at Tottenham Hospital. 

Two of their victims, a policeman 
and a boy of ten, lie dead, while five 
of the injured are seriously wounded, 

London is breathless over the sen- 
sational introduction into its precincts 
of the Russian revolutionary methods, 
It was thought at first that the as- 
sassins were Italians, but the injured 
bandit admitted last night that he is 
a native of Riga, Russia, and came 
to England two years ago. One of 
the revolvers wsed by the men was 
found to be the same type as that used 
by Russian revolutionists. 

The bandits, who evidently were in- 
timately acquainted with the routine 
in the payment on Saturday of the 
employes at a rubber factory in Wal- 
hamstow, held up an automobile con- 
taining the employes’ wages, at the 
entrance to the works, and made off 
with the money. They were followed 
by a few employes and a gradually 
increasing crowd of police and civil- 
ians, some of whom were armed. 

The police jumped aboard a trolley 
car and the bandits, finding them- 
selves closely pursued, jumped aboard 
another and forced the driver, with a 
revolver at his head, to send the car 
along at full speed. 

One of the men ran to the rear of 
the car and repeatedly emptied his 
revolver at the pursuers. Reinforce- 
ments of armed police on foot, bi- 
cycles and horseback, joined in the 
chase and fusilades were fired for a 
mile. 

The cara went thundering down the 
track, with the mounted and bicycle 
police straining every effort to keep 
up with the pacemakers. Nearing the 
Tottenham marshes, the bandits made 
the motorman slow down, and jumped 
off ,seized a milk cart and made for 
the country district. 

An automobile was pressed into the 
service by the police, and it was ra- 
pidly overhauling the assassins when 
they took to the marshes. 

The pursuit through this treacher. 
ons ground was diffeult and danger- 
ons. but eventually the police suc- 
ereded in overtaking one of the men, 
who, finding his position hopeless, 
tnrned his weapon upon himself, in- 
flicting a dangerons though not a fatal 
wovnd, The other man failing to 
reach Epping Forest, took refuge in a 
cottage. which the police, now rein- 
forced by duck shooters who were in 
the vicinity. first fusiladed and then 
stormed. Thev foun? the assassin 
deed on the floor. He had sent a 
bullet into his head. : 

The wounded man was identified as 
Paul Hefeld of Riga. He had been a 
seaman. The other, who was known 
es Jacob, is said to have been a prom- 
inent Russian revolutionist.

After that the archbishop lapsed in- 
to unconsciousness and remained so 
until the end. 

There were present when the end 
came John, Stanley and Charies, sons 
of the archbishop, and a daughter, 
Miss Gladys, with Canon MacNab and 
the faimly physician, Dr. A. J. Har- 
rington. Mrs. Walter of Kingston, an- 
other daughter, arrived later in the 
afternoon. 

No arrangements have as yet been 
made for the funeral. 

His Grace the Most. Rev. Arthur 
Sweatman, M.A., D.D., D.C.L., was 
born Nov. 19, 1834, in London, Eng- 
land. The son of an eminent London 
physician, the late Dr. John Sweat- 
man of Middlesex Hospital, his early 
education was obtained in private 
schools. His Christian ministry may 
be said o have commenced in 1849, 
when, at the age of 15, he engaged in 
Sunday school teaching in the parish 
of Christ Church, Marylebone. 

After several years passed as a stu- 
dent at University College, London, 
he graduated in 1859 from Christ’s 
College, Cambridge, with the degree 
of B.A., obtaining high honors in 
mathematics, in which he was graded 
senor optime. a 1862 he proceeded 
to the degree 0! A. ‘ 

Ordained deacon by Bishop Tait of 
St. Panl’s Cathedral in 1859, and 
priested the following year in the 
Chapel Royal, Whitehall. He then 
took the curacy of Holy Trinity 
Church, Islington. 

Dr. Sweatman came to Canada in 
1865 to assume the headmastership 
of the newly-founded London Colleg- 
inte Institute. Three years later he 
was married in England to Miss Gar- 
land of Istington. : 

In 1871 he became mathematical) 
and science master in Upper Canada 
College. He then became rector of 
Grace Church, Brantford, where he 
was also made examining chaplain 
to the Bishop of Huron. In 1873 to 
1879 he held the offices of clerical sec-| 
retary to the Synod of Huron and 
secretary to the House of Bishops.

Hellmuth College, and two years later 
rector of Woodstock and Archdeacon

New York, Jan. 25.—The drama of 
the sea, which, for more than 24 hours 
the whole world has practically simul- 


taneously witnessed through the 
agency of wireless telegraphy, and 
which has not been without tragic 


featares, ran through its last sensa- 
tional scenes with the sinking of the 
Republic Sunday night when almost 
safe in harbor. 

The ramming of the White Star lin- 
+r Republic in a dense fog early Sat- 
urday morning by the Lloyd Italiano 
line steamship Florida off Nantucket 
Light, Mass., has been followed by a 
series of events constituting one of 
the most remarkable of ocean mis- 
haps on record. 

No less than seven ocean liners— 
the Baltic, New York, Furnessia, La 
Lorraine and Lucana—and the two 
crippled ships—Republie and Florida 
—are figuring in this stirring story. 

The 442 passengers of the Republic 
have undergone two transfers on the 
open sea, first to the crippled Florida 
on Saturday morning and again early 
ye@erday to the commodious Baltic, 
which is bringing also the 900 and 
more passengers from the disabled 
Florida. 

With the great human cargo of 1,650 


rescued persons, besides her own list 
»f 930, the Baltic will arrive at New 
York early in the morning. The Re- 
public, believed at one time to be 
safe, has gone down, and is under 
water near New York.

He Stabbed Woman, 


Niagara Falls, N.Y., Jan. 19.—“He 
killed my mother!” shrieked Mary 
Candiano when she was yesterday

Italian who stabbed Mrs. Tonnette
